not include the turnover of all the wholesale textile houses, 
but practically all the important houses in the large centres 
of distribution are normally contributors. The particulars 
relate to all classes of textile goods, including wearing 
apparel for men, women and children, as well as furnishings 
and in computing the value of sales or stocks the purchase 
tax has been omitted. In view of the appreciable rise in 
price which has occurred for a number of textile goods since 
the outbreak of war, the figures should not be taken as 
representing the volume of goods sold or in stock. 

Owing to war-time disturbances the sample has become 
less representative than it used to be. The index numbers 
tend to be too high as a measure of the total trade of the 
country because they make no allowance for the reduced 
sales of firms which have failed to send in returns as a result 
of enemy action. 

The index for total trade, previously published, has been 
omitted in favour of the index of stocks; as exports only 
account for a small part of the trade of the reporting 
houses the index for total trade is virtually the same as 
that for home trade. 

The index for home trade in September is normally high 
as a result of the despatch of winter goods ; in peace time it 
was usually about 50 per cent. above the average for the 
first eight months of the year, and nearly double the figure 
for August. By both these tests the index for September 
1941 is a low one, despite the fact that quota restrictions 
on wholesalers’ sales of rationed goods have been removed. 
The reduced level of wholesalers’ stocks and the fact that 
retailers must surrender coupons before taking delivery 
of rationed goods both tend to enforce a more even flow of 
supplies. As the index for stocks held rose from 86 to 91 
during September the latter factor was probably of im- 
portance.

The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods 
(Control) (No. 37) Order, 1941, which will come into force 
on 13 November 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1653, price 1d.). 

Under the terms of this Order licences will, in future, be 
required to export the following classes of goods to (i) all 
destinations and (ii) certain specified destinations :— 


(i) Accounting, adding, calculating, listing, tabulating and 
typewriting machines (separately and in combination). 
Dictating machines. 
Electrical goods of the following descriptions :— 


Apparatus and appliances of a kind used for domestic 
purposes and parts thereof, wholly or mainly of 
metal. 


Accumulators and batteries and battery cans. 





Bells, buzzers and indicators and parts thereof, wholly 
or mainly of metal. 

Electro-magnets. 

Hair-curling, waving and drying appliances and parts 
thereof, wholly or mainly of metal. 

Lighting and wiring appliances and fittings, wholly 
or mainly of metal. 

Massage appliances and parts thereof, wholly or 
mainly of metal. 

Overhead line accessories. 

Pocket lamps, hand torches and inspection lamps and 
cases therefor. 

Gas apparatus and appliances of the following descrip- 

tions :— 

Lighting appliances and fittings. 

Apparatus and appliances of a kind used for domestic 
purposes. 

Sanitary towels and substitutes therefor and articles 
manufactured wholly or mainly of cellulose wadding. 
Transparent cellulose wrappings and articles made 

therefrom. 
(ii) Card cloth. 

(Applications to export sanitary towels and articles 
manufactured of cellulose wadding will not, normally, be 
entertained.) 

The existing licensing requirements with respect to X-ray 
tubes and X-ray valves are superseded by the provision 
that licences will, in future, be required to export X-ray 
apparatus and parts thereof.

LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (MISCELLANEOUS) 
ORDER: NEW QUOTAS 


The following are the principal changes which the Board 
of Trade propose to make in the quotas for the various 
classes of goods covered by the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) Order in the next restriction period, 1 
December 1941 to 31 May 1942 :— 


Class 7, Carpets, linoleum and other floor coverings.—The quota 
will be reduced from 33} per cent. to 25 per cent. 

Class 8, Pottery.—The following articles, if made of plain 
undecorated earthenware or china, will be free of quota restric- 
tion :— 


Cups, saucers, mugs, beakers, plates, dishes, jugs, sauce- 
boats, vegetable dishes, casseroles, pie dishes, bowls, 
basins, ewers and chambers. 

China articles of these descriptions which are ornamented 
merely with a plain band or line and edge will not count as 
decorated and will therefore be free of quota. The quota for all 
other articles will be 20 per cent. The supply of pottery by manu- 
facturers will be subject to licence, but general licences will be 
issued to give effect to the above arrangements. These, however, 
will be subject to review. 

Glassware.—The quota will be 20 per cent., but there will be 

a factor for tumblers, jugs and carafes, making the effective quota 
for these goods 40 per cent. 
+ Class 10, Trunks, bags, etc.—The quota will be reduced from 
334 per cent. to 25 percent. The factor for suitcases and attaché 
cases made wholly or mainly of fibre board will be adjusted so 
as to leave the effective quota for these articles unchanged at 
50 per cent. Gas-mask holders, hitherto uncontrolled, will now 
be included in this class. 

Class 13, Musical instruments, sports goods and toys.—The 
supply of metal toys will be prohibited on and after 1 January 
1942. 

Class 14, Fancy goods.—The quota for this class will remain at 
25 per cent., but there will be a factor for cups, saucers, plates 
and tumblers of synthetic resin (plastic material), fountain pens 
and umbrellas, making the effective quota for these articles 
50 per cent. 


TOILET PREPARATIONS 


As a result of the introduction on 1 October 1941 of the 
Limitation of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) Order, 1941 
(see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 11 October 1941, 
page 222), the provisions of the Limitation of Supplies 
(Miscellaneous) (No. 11) Order, 1941 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of 29 May 1941, page 348), do not apply 
after 30 September 1941 to persons registered in Class 16 
of the latter Order. The obligation on such persons to 
submit returns under that Order is, however, unaffected by 
the introduction of the new Order. Returns for the standard 
period, 1 June to 30 November 1939, were due to be sub- 
mitted not later than 31 October. A Form of Return will 
shortly be sent to each person registered in Class 16, 
covering his supplies for the period of restriction, 1 June to 
30 September 1941. 

The Board of Trade have issued a new Order, the Limita- 
tion of Supplies (Toilet Preparations) (No. 2) Order, 1941 
(S. R. & O. 1941 No. 1686, price 2d ) controlling the supply 
of perfumery and toilet preparations. The new Order, which 
comes into force to-day, 1 November 1941, makes the 
following changes :— 


(1) The only supplies which will count against a registered 


person’s quota are supplies of controlled goods in the , 


manufacture of which he has carried out a process. 


(2) Supplies of controlled goods by one registered person 
to another are no longer unrestricted but count 
against the supplier’s quota. 


(3) Similarly, supplies made in the standard period by one 
registered person to another are to be included in the 
supplier’s standard period return and will count 
towards his quota. 

(4) A wholesale or retail dealer may not buy controlled 
goods for re-sale unless they were manufactured by a 
registered manufacturer. 


A Memorandum explaining the provisions of the new Toilet 
Preparations Order will be published shortly.

FOOTWEAR 


Footwear manufacturers registered in Class F of the 
Limitation of Supplies (Cloth and Apparel) Order (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal ” of 30 August 1941, page 117) 
are prohibited from supplying footwear (other than rubber) 
of their own manufacture to the home trade after 1 Decem- 
ber, except under Board of Trade licences and against 
coupons. This applies whether the persons supplied are 
registered or unregistered. Further, manufacturers must 
surrender coupons for any footwear supplied to them by 
other manufacturers after that date. 

The quantity of footwear, which manufacturers will be 
licensed to supply will be, in the case of concentrated firms, 
the quantity they are permitted to produce under their 
concentration certificate and for other firms a corresponding 
proportion of their 1940 output. Any firm not receiving its 
licence by 1 November should communicate with the 
Board of Trade, Carlton Hotel, Bournemouth. 

In addition to the footwear for which they are licensed, 
manufacturers will be permitted to supply goods without 
restriction to Government Departments, to Local 
Authorities and other bodies specified in the Third Schedule 
of the Cloth and Apparel Order and to oversea markets 
other than Northern Ireland. 

Small manufacturers who are not registered but were in 
business on 1 September 1941 will be permitted to supply 
footwear without a licence but against coupons up to a 
value of £100 a month. 


SPECIAL CLOTHING COUPONS FOR 
OLDER CHILDREN 


The extra coupons for children who were born between 
1 January 1925 and 30 August 1927, announced at the end of 
August, will be issued in November. Arrangements are almost 
completed for dealing with the two or three million children 
involved. Younger children who have reached a weight of 
7 st. 12 Ibs., or a height of 5 feet 3 inches will also get extra 
coupons. Full instructions for obtaining the coupons will be 
issued on 2 November. 


NEW TYPES OF CLOTHING CARD AND 
EMERGENCY CLOTHING VOUCHERS 


As stated above, special Supplemental Clothing Cards will be 
used for the issue of extra coupons to older children, full details 
of which are being published on 2 November. A Supplementary 
Clothing Card will in future be issued to expectant mothers 
instead of the Emergency Clothing Vouchers of five-coupon 
denomination. There will shortly therefore be three types of 
Supplementary Clothing Cards in use :— 

(1) No. S.C. 1 (50 coupons), printed with a red pattern on 
yellow paper—general effect, orange (issued to 
expectant mothers). 

(2) No. S.C. 2 (40 coupons), printed with a blue pattern on 
yellow paper—general effect, greenish (issued to 
children). 

(3) No. S.C. 3 (20 coupons), printed with a blue pattern on 
cream paper—general effect, light blue-grey (issued to 
children). 

Nos. §.C. 1 and S.C. 2 are the same size as an ordinary Clothing 
Card, and No. S.C. 3 is two-thirds as long. None of the coupons 
on any of these cards bears the letter X, and all are valid for use 
at any time during the current ration year. 

The “strip ticket” pattern of Emergency Clothing Voucher 
(issued in denominations of ten, five and two coupons) will 
shortly be replaced by a pattern of “‘ postage stamp” design, 
printed in denominations of five coupons (blue) and two coupons 
(buff) only. These new vouchers will be similar in size to an 
ordinary postage stamp, but with the longer side horizontal; 
they bear the Board of Trade crest on the left and the words 
** Voucher for 5 (or 2) Clothing Coupons ”’ on the right. 

Emergency Clothing Vouchers of the present pattern will 
continue to be valid until further notice.

COUPON RATINGS FOR LEGLESS KNICKERS 
AND SCARVES 


The Board of Trade have given the following rulings on 
coupon ratings :— 


Legless knickers.—Two coupons are required for women’s non-

woollen legless knickers of any type, irrespective of the width of 
leg, provided they have no leg extension on the inside of the leg 
below the gusset. This description covers certain types of 
French knickers, as well as close-fitting ‘“ briefs.” 

Scarves.—The coupon rating for tubular scarves is the same 
as that for scarves of single thickness, i.e., the measurement 
determining the number of coupons required is that of the scarf 
when laid flat. 


SORTING OF COUPONS DELIVERED BY 
REGISTERED TRADERS 


Registered traders are required to deliver the coupons they 
accumulate to the Board of Trade Collecting Offices at monthly, 
or shorter, intervals. It has been found to be a great convenience 
and saving of time in the checking of the coupons and documents, 
if they are sorted into easily identified bundles. It is strongly 
recommended that the following plans should be adopted :— 

All coupons and equivalent documents to be divided into two 
groups: (1) Quota free ; (2) Others. 

In each group (a) Coupons and vouchers (of a value below 
50 coupons) to be sorted into bundles of 1,000 coupon value. 

(6) All vouchers of 500 or 1,000 coupon denomination to 
be sorted into bundles of 10,000 coupon value. 

(c) All other documents—certified bills, certificates, etc.— 
to be grouped separately. 


MEN’S OVERALLS : MAXIMUM PRICES 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, are this week making the Utility 
Apparel (Maximum Prices) (No. 5) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 
No. 1691, price Id.), which fixes maximum margins and prices 
for men’s bib and brace overalls and men’s boiler suits made from 
utility cloth No, 311. 

The maximum prices which may be charged for these overalls 
are ascertained as follows :— 

(2) for the maker-up by adding 4 per cent. to his costs of 
production and sale as defined in the Third Schedule 
to the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) Order (see 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 13 September 1941, 
page 149, and 11 October 1941, page 220), provided 
that the price may in no case exceed 78s. per dozen 
for bib and brace overalls and 126s. per dozen for 
boiler suits ; 

(6) for the wholesaler by adding 20 per cent. to the price at 
which he buys from the maker-up provided that the 
price may in no case exceed 93s. 7d. a dozen for bib 


and brace overalls and 151s. 2d. per dozen for boiler- 


suits ; 

(c) for the retailer by adding 334 per cent. to the price 
(including Purchase Tax) at which he buys from the 
wholesaler or maker-up, provided that the price may 
in no case exceed Ills. 8d. for a man’s bib and brace 
overall and 18s. 10d. for a man’s boiler suit. 


WOMEN’S SEAMLESS HOSE: MAXIMUM 
PRICES 


The Board of Trade, after consultation with the Central Price 
Regulation Committee, have made an Order fixing maximum 
margins and prices for women’s seamless hose of general utility. 
The types of hose are specified in Limitation of Supplies (Cloth 
and Apparel) (No. 5) Order, with the prices at or below which 
they must be sold by manufacturers if they are to qualify as 
utility apparel which may be supplied against the special utility 
quota. ‘The maximum prices for them at all stages are fixed by 
the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) (No. 4), 1941 (8S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 1675, price 1d.). 

The maximum prices which may be charged for these articles 
are ascertained as follows :— 

(a) for the manufacturer, by adding 5 per cent. to his costs 
of production and sale as defined in the 3rd Schedule 
of the Utility Apparel (Maximum Prices) Order (S. R. 
& O. 1941 No. 1386). 

(b) for the wholesaler, by adding 20 per cent. to the price 
paid by the wholesaler to the manufacturer from whom 
he buys ; 

(c) for the retailer by adding 33} per cent. to the price 
(including Purchase Tax) at which he buys from the 
wholesaler or the maker-up ; 

provided that the prices so ascertained may not exceed the 
prices or the over-riding maxima shown in the Schedule for 
manufacturers, wholesalers and retailers respectively. 

These stockings are only now beginning to be made and are 
unlikely to be on sale in any quantity to the public for some time. 
It is necessary to announce the prices now in order that manu-

facturers may be able to make their plans and put the goods into 
production, but this does not mean that clothes at these prices 
are yet available. 


FURTHER GOVERNMENT CONTROL OF 
COLD STORES 


Under the Cold Storage (Control of Undertakings) Order, 1941, 
dated 11 January 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 37, price 1d.), the 
Minister of Food was given power, among other things, to make 
directions as to the cold storage rates and charges which may be 
charged by any undertaker in operating any part of the net 
storage space of his cold store and for any services in relation 
thereto. That Order defined “net storage space” as space 
suitable for the safe storage of frozen meat, butter or bacon, at 
temperatures efficiently maintainable of 14 degrees to 16 degrees 
Fahr. for meat and butter, or of 16 degrees to 18 degrees Fahr. 
for bacon. Under that Order the Minister of Food had no power 
to_regulate rates and charges for cold stores not able to maintain 
these temperatures. A new Order has now been made, the Cold 
Storage (Control of Undertakings) (No. 2) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 
1941 No. 1633, price Id.), under which the Minister of Food 
has power to fix the cold storage rates and charges for space 
other than that defined as net storage space in the first Order. 
This Order is now in force. 


MINISTRY OF FOOD ORDERS 


In continuation of the list given in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 25 October (page 252), the following Orders 
made by the Ministry of Food have been published as 
S. R. & O. 1941 :— 


No. 1606. The Food Substitutes (Control) Order, 1941, dated 
11 October 1941, prohibits the manufacture of food substitutes, 
by way of trade, except under licence or authority of the Minister. 
A food substitute may be sold only in the container in which it 
was sold by the manufacturer and under the manufacturer’s 
label and description. From 10 November 1941 no one may sell 
food substitutes unless they have been manufactured under a 
licence granted under the Order by the Minister. ‘‘ Food sub- 
stitute ’’ means any preparation or product offered, or purporting 
to be capable.of being used as a substitute for any food.

WAR DAMAGE COMMISSION 


EFFECT OF RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS, EASE. 
MENTS AND OTHER INCIDENTS ON THE 
AMOUNT OF A VALUE PAYMENT 


Some doubt has been expressed as to the correct meaning to be 
attached to the words “‘ at that time ”’ in line 13 of Section 3 (5) 
of the War Damage Act, 1941. 

In general terms, the amount of a value payment is computed 
as the difference between the values of the fee simple in the 
hereditament in the physical state in which it was immediately 
before and immediately after the war damage respectively, 
these values being taken to be the market value obtainable on 
hypothetical sales on 31 March 1939, with vacant possession. 

The point on which doubt has arisen is whether, for the purpose 
of these valuations, the restrictive covenants, easements and 
other incidents are to be assumed to be those attaching immedi- 
ately before and immediately after the damage respectively, or 
on the date of the hypothetical sales, namely, 31 March 1939, 
The War Damage Commission has now decided in favour of the 
former alternative. The Commission’s forms ask for particulars 
of the incidents existing on 31 March 1939. Arrangements are 
being made to correct this in future issues. 

Where claims have already been lodged on existing claim 
forms, the claimant will be asked, before a final determination 
of the amount of the value payment is made by the Commission 
whether there was any change in the incidents between 31] March 
1939 and the date of the war damage.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


WAR EMERGENCY STANDARD FOR GEARS 
FOR CLOCKWORK MECHANISMS 

The British Standards Institution is about to issue a specifica- 
tion for the Gears for Clockwork Mechanisms. 

The necessity for this specification has arisen owing to the 
heavy demands that are at present being made on the tool 
manufacturers in this country, and the Ministry of Supply asked 
the British Standards Institution to undertake the standardisa- 
tion of gears as used in clockwork mechanisms so that a 
reduction in the number of hobs required for producing these 
gears might be effected. 

The term ‘clockwork mechanisms” includes gears such as 
are used in clocks, watches, meters and instruments. 

One manufacturer alone stated that he was being asked to 
make hobs of 800 different types. 

Investigation of the field has revealed that while to a large 
extent manufacturers have followed the practice in Switzerland, 
there is no universally recognised standard, and it has therefore 
been necessary to establish a standard, the adoption of which 
may necessitate manufacturers having to depart from their 
existing individual practices. While this change can be made 
quite readily throughout industry for a large proportion of 
winding mechanisms, it is realised that there are certain forms 
of important precision clocks and watch mechanisms where any 
change could not be contemplated till full time tests over a 
considerable period had been carried out. It is understood that 
such tests are already being put in hand. Wherever possible the 
new standard should be adopted forthwith, and it is hoped that 
any inconvenience that may be occasioned by the change over 
will be viewed from the national aspect in the light of the genera! 
benefit which will be secured for the tool-making industry. 

Clockwork mechanisms are used for a wide range of purposes, 
some involving a high degree of accuracy, while in others the 
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gears are slow running and uniformity of motion is not of primary 
importance. For high-class precision work it is generally 
recognised that the involute form is preferable. For spring- 
driven escapement mechanisms for watches and clocks which 
include gear trains having a pinion as a driven member, the 
cycloidal form or an' approximation to it is preferred particularly 
if the pinion has twelve teeth or less. 

Considerable difficulty was experienced in deciding on the 
form of tooth to be adopted for these mechanisms. Eventually 
the choice was reduced to two forms—the cycloidal form which 
was reputed to give lower frictional losses than the involute— 
enabling lighter springs to be used and the circular are form. 

A series of tests were carried out by the National Physical 
Laboratory, which established that in general the circular arc 
form and the cycloidal form were equally efficient. The circular 
arc form was accordingly adopted as it had the outstanding 
advantage of enabling the number of tools required to be con- 
siderably reduced, and this was the aspect of the problem which 
gave rise to the need for standardisation. 

The are of approach and of recess with the circular are form 
are very similar to that with the cycloidal form.

SYMBOLS FOR DIAGRAMS OF CHEMICAL 
PLANT 


The British Standards Institution has recently published 
British Standard No. 974, ‘Symbols for use on Diagrams, of 
Chemical Plant,”’ which should be of particular interest to the 
chemical industry. 

In October 1938 the Chemical Engineering Industry Com- 
mittee appointed a small Exploratory Committee, consisting of 
representatives of the 

Institution of Chemical Engineers. 

Society of Chemical Industry. 

British Chemical Plant Manufacturers’ Association. 

Association of British Chemical Manufacturers, 
to review proposals which had been received from the Inter- 
national Standards Association for the adoption of Symbols for 
Chemical Plant and to consider whether it would be of advantage 
to industry to issue British Standard Symbols to be used in 
diagrams relating to such plant. The Exploratory Committee 
reported unanimously in favour of such a British Standard set 
of symbols, and as a result the Chemical Engineering Industry 
Committee appointed a representative Committee for this 
purpose. 

This Committee has taken into consideration all the symbols 
submitted by the International Standards Association, the 
various British Standard Symbols already in existence, and 
symbols in use by various industrial organisations. Wherever 
these were considered suitable they have been adopted or, after 
due consideration, appropriately modified. In their selection 
the Committee proceeded on the principle that, in order to keep 
the number of basic symbols to a minimum number, only those 
symbols most necessary should be adopted, and that they should 
as far as possible be sufficiently pictorial to enable the units of 
plant represented by them to be readily recognised. The Com- 
mittee have endeavoured to avoid the use of any symbol which 
might be identified with a proprietary article.

WAR EMERGENCY SPECIFICATION FOR 
CONCRETE RAILWAY SLEEPERS 


Owing to the increasing necessity for conserving timber and 
steel the Ministry of War Transport and other Government 
Departments are recommending the use of concrete railway 
sleepers wherever this is practicable and the Railway Companies 
are supporting this effort. 

The British Standards Institution was, therefore, asked to 
prepare, in their series of War Emergency Standards, a British 
Standard Specification for these sleepers, based on a draft drawn 
up by a Committee of the Ministry of War Transport. 

A fully representative Committee was immediately formed by 
the British Standards Institution, and a Specification prepared 
within a few weeks, which is about to be published as B.S. 986— 
1941, 

The Specification covers sleepers for use with both Flat Bottom 
and Bull Head rails and includes some notes on the use of 
Concrete Sleepers.

CANADA 


TRADE WITH LATIN AMERICA 


The conclusion of most-favoured-nation trade agreements 
between Canada and Argentina, Brazil, Chile and Peru and the 
establishment of Canadian legations in the capitals of certain 
of these Republics with corresponding representation in Canada 
is token of the increased efforts being made to expand Canada’s 
trade relations with Latin America. The Mission, headed by 
the Dominion Minister of Trade and Commerce is still conducting 
negotiations with others of these countries and further develop- 
ments are expected to be consummated in the near future. 

These moves are part of a broad programme designed to 
consolidate the countries of the Western Hemisphere into a 
powerful base to resist Axis economic penetration. They also 
reflect the sharp increase in Canada’s trade with Latin American 
countries since the outbreak of war. Both imports and exports, 
while accounting for only 3-6 per cent. and 1-9 per cent. respec- 
tively of Canada’s total trade during the first 7 months of 1941, 
recorded large relative gains. Generally speaking, Canadian 
purchases in Latin America have shown a greater proportionate 
increase than have sales, owing to the heavier wartime demands 
for raw materials and the dislocation of normal sources of supply 
and trading routes. During the first 7 months of the present 
year imports from this area, excluding British possessions and 
Puerto Rico, were valued at 28,500,000 dollars as compared with 
7,526,000 dols. and 16,758,000 dols. in the corresponding periods 
of 1939 and 1940 respectively. The relative lag in sales of 
Canadian products largely reflects the sudden falling off in 
purchasing power as the British blockade was swiftly extended 
to the whole of Europe. Exports in 1941 to the end of July, at 
16,703,000 dols., were 93 per cent. higher than in 1939, but 
Canada’s excess of imports for the period was 11,797,000 dols. 
as against a former excess of exports of 1,367,000 dols. 


ImpoRT OUTLOOK : ExporT EXPANSION 

Prospects for further gains in imports from Latin America 
vary according to the nature of the product. Fairly large 
relative increases appear likely for tropical and other com- 
modities that are not produced in the Dominion. With regard 
to strategic commodities hitherto imported in large volume 
from other areas, delays in developing Latin American sources 
of supply would seem prohibitive. Canada’s purchases in 
Argentina during the first 7 months of 1941 amounted to 
2,175,000 dols., or 19 per cent. higher than in 1939. As compared 
with the corresponding period of 1940 these declined 49 per cent. 
Trade with Uruguay and Chile showed similar trends. On the 
other hand purchases from Brazil, Colombia, Venezuela, Peru, 
Cuba and Mexico have progressively increased, gains over 1939 
ranging from 117 per cent. in the case of Colombia to over 
1,800 per cent. for Brazil. This latter increase was due to the 
extremely low level of imports from Brazil in the first 7 months 
of that year, 520,000 dols. as compared with 10,091,000 dols. in 
1941. 

Export statistics reveal noteworthy increases in purchases by 
those countries most closely linked to Continental Europe. 
Exports to Argentina in the 7 months ended 31 July 1941 totalled 
1,083,000 dols. as compared with 1,324,000 dols. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1939. Shipments to Brazil rose 180 per cent.

to 5,044,000 dols. Sales to Uruguay and Chile reveal similar 
tendencies. Exports to the remaining States of Latin America 
show considerably smaller gains, those for Venezuela and Pery 
being 6 per cent. and 37 per cent. respectively ; sales to Colombia 
declined 11 per cent.—Royal Bank of Canada (Montreal Office), 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 

The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South Africa 
supply the following information on trade conditions in the 
Union of South Africa :— 

The volume of general business remains steady, and it is 
expected that activity will be well maintained owing to the 
approach of Christmas. Merchants’ preparations indicate that a 
satisfactory volume of seasonal shopping is expected, especially 
at coast resorts, as holiday bookings to date foreshadow a large 
influx of visitors. The secondary industries are well employed 
and many factories continue to work at capacity on Government 
and other orders. A shortage of labour and materials is increas- 
ingly evident, but the import and export regulations promulgated 
in September are designed to ensure the maximum flow of supplies 
and labour for war industries. 

The building and allied trades remain quiet, but it was officially 
announced a few days ago that, owing to the excellent progress 
made in defence works, some relaxation of restrictions may be 
possible in the New Year. 


Gop Output: RatLway EARNINGS 


The Transvaal gold output in September (26 working days) 
was 1,203,353 fine ounces, with a value, including the premium, 
on the basis of £8 8s. per fine ounce, of £10,108,165, compared 
with 1,166,152 fine ounces, with a value, on the basis of £8 8s. 
per fine ounce, of £9,795,677 for September 1940 (25 working 
days). The average daily output compared with the previous 
month decreased by 360 fine ounces to 46,283, and the number 
of natives employed was slightly lower at 363,077. 

Railway earnings from 7 September to 11 October were 
£4,043,039 as compared with £3,456,447 for the corresponding 
period last. vear. 


Maize, Woox, Hives, ETC 


The maize market was firm, owing partly to the continued good 
demand and increase in local consumption and partly to the re- 
striction of offerings as sellers were waiting to gauge the prospects 
of the new crop. Showers have occurred in some maize districts 
but rain is still required in important producing areas. 

The appraisal of new-season wools is proceeding steadily, and 
reports on September operations indicate that in general the 
offerings are better prepared than those of the previous season 
and are realising higher prices; clearances in September at 
Port Elizabeth amounted to 48,560 bales. 

Business in all types of mohair is good, and most of last 
season’s summer hair has now been cleared on United Kingdom 
and American account. 

The market for hides is more active, and sun-dried are firm 
although offerings are small. Dry-salted hides are slightly 
dearer and skeepskins easier. Goatskins are in good demand 
and increased inquiry for Angoras is evident. 

Ostrich feathers are unchanged. The market for wattlebark 
is quiet apart from Indian demand. The extract market is 
unchanged. Preliminary deciduous fruit crop reports state that 
owing to heavy rains the yield of apricots, peaches and pears is 
expected to be below normal. The apple crop, however, should 
be very good. 

Turnovers in the wholesale and retail soft goods trade show an 
upward trend, although the problem of supplies is becoming more 
difficult.

CANADA—NEW ZEALAND 
PROLONGATION OF TRADE AGREEMENT, 1932

The Board of Trade have been notified by the Government of 
New Zealand of the denunciation by them on 27 July 1941 of 
the arrangement entered into by an exchange of notes between 
the Governments of New Zealand and Japan in 1928 whereby 
reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment was accorded in 
matters of commerce, customs and navigation. 

In accordance with the exchange of notes in 1928 the arrange- 
ment terminated on the expiration of three months from the 
date of denunciation.

BRITISH EMPIRE 
CANADA 
PROHIBITED IMPORTS (RUBBER) 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of Memorandum W.M. No. 48, dated 
17 September, issued by the Dominion Department of National 
Revenue, which states that by Order in Council (P.C. 7191) of 
12 September, the importation into Canada of rubber is pro- 
hibited except under licence issued by the Minister of National 
Revenue. 

By the Order in Council referred to, “ rubber ”’ is defined as :-— 


“Crude rubber in all its forms and, without restricting the 
generality of the foregoing, includes liquid latex not 
compounded, synthetic rubber, unmanufactured crude 
balata and unmanufactured gutta-percha.” 


CUSTOMS TARIFF 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Ottawa has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of Memorandum Series D, No. 47, 
T.C. 37, Revised, dated 26 September, issued by the Dominion 
Department of National Revenue, which states that by Order in 
Council (P.C. 7408) of 23 September, Order in Council (P.C. 2968) 
of 29 April is rescinded (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 
12 June 1941 (page 382), and as from 15 February 1941 until 
otherwise ordered, the following goods are accorded the tariff 
treatment as indicated below :—

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN GOODS FREE 
OF DUTY 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded to the Board of Trade a copy of the Emergency 
Imposition of Duties (No. 223) Order, 1941, under which the 
Minister for Finance may, after consultation with the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, authorise the Revenue Com- 
missioners to issue a licence to any person allowing the importa- 
tion of any of the following goods free of duty. Such licences 
will be subject to the provisions of Article 7 of the United 
Kingdom-Eire Agreement of 25 April 1938 :— 


Margarine ; Certain full bottles or jars of glass; Prepara- 
tions made from or containing cocoa ; Superphosphates, 
ground mineral phosphates and compound manures ; 
Certain handcarts and wheelbarrows ; Certain galvanised 
corrugated iron or steel; Certain novels printed in 
English; Certain clay pipes for smoking; Flock; 
Vinegar; Custard powders; Sausage meal; Certain 
statues, statuettes and busts; Lime; Coffee; Ice cream 
powders ; Inside soles for boots, shoes and other footwear ;

With reference to the notices in the “ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 30 August 1941 (page 121) and 11 October 1941 (page 225), 
regarding the allocation of quotas on hose made wholly or partly 
of silk or artificial silk (Quota No. 12) and woven tissues of wool 
or worsted (Quota No. 13), the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioner at Dublin reports that an Order has been made by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce entitled ‘‘ Emergency 
Powers (No. 118) Order, 1941,” which provides for the suspension 
during the period from 10 October 1941 to 31 December 1941 of 
the quota restriction on the above-mentioned goods.

The Order at (2) appoints the period 1 December 1941 to 
31 May 1942 as the twelfth period under the Order relating to 
certain laminated springs and certain component parts of 
laminated springs, and fixes the quota for the period at a quantity 
equal in value to £1,000.

This Order is similar to that published 
in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 13 September 1941 (page 153) 
under the heading “‘ Federated Malay States, Straits Settlements 
and North Borneo.” 


FOREIGN 
EGYPT 
EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 27 September (page 192), the 
Egyptian “ Journal Officiel” of 28 August contains a decree 
dated 21 August which adds all kinds of articles made of porcelain 
to the list of prohibited exports. The “ Journal Officiel”’ of 
15 September also contains a decree dated 6 September which 
adds yarn of silk or artificial silk to the same list. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES 

With reference to the notice under the heading ‘‘ Customs, 
Excise and Consumption Duties” in the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 4 July 1940 (page 15), H.M. Representative in 
Cairo has reported that Egyptian customs duties on all goods 
paying specific duty have been increased by 50 per cent. as from 
15 October with the following exceptions: tea, tobacco of all 
kinds, cigars and cigarettes, benzine and white spirit. Duties on 
articles paying ad valorem dues remain unchanged. 


IRAQ 


RESTRICTIONS ON THE IMPORT OF JAPANESE 
TEXTILES 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade, Journal” of 18 June 1936 (page 909), and to 
later notices under the same heading, H.M. Commercial Secretary 
at Bagdad has forwarded a copy of Customs Regulation No. 46 of 
1941 which cancels Customs Regulation No. 22 of 1936 and the 
amendments and supplements thereto. Customs Regulation 
No. 22 provided for restrictions on the import into Iraq of 
certain Japanese piece-goods. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 9 May 1940 (page 479), H.M. 
Commercial Secretary at Bagdad has reported that a Customs 
Regulation, No. 42 of 1941, has been issued prohibiting the 
import into Iraq of crude tallows and bone and other tallows 
coming under item 53 of the Import Schedule annexed to Customs 
Tariff Law No. 11 of 1933 unless such tallows contain a 10 per 
cent. mixture of sesame oil. The mixing of tallows in the posses- 
sion of Customs Authorities with sesame oil in the prescribed 
proportion may, however, be permitted. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 


EXPORTATION OF MATERIALS ESSENTIAL TO 
NATIONAL DEFENCE 

The Board of Trade have received copies of notices issued to 
the Press by the United States Department of State which 
contain the following information :— 

The Secretary of State on 12 August revoked all general 
licences for the export of silk except that authorising exports to 
the Philippine Islands and all individual licences for the export 
of silk except that authorising exports to the Philippine Islands 
and all individual licences for the export of silk except a very 
small number authorising shipments to meet the urgent defence 
needs of countries resisting aggression. 

General licences have been issued authorising the export to 
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Great Britain of grinding mills and classifiers and equipment 
therefor and for shellac and tetanium. 

All general licences which have been issued by the Department 
of State have been replaced by a single general licence for each 
country, that for the United Kingdom being numbered G2. 

The following rulings have been made respecting the require- 
ments of an export licence for certain articles and materials :— 

A licence is required for— 

Bituminous emulsion (asphaltic road oil); asbestos wick 
or rope (packing); mixtures of vegetable oils; yarn com. 
posed of silk and wool; tractor winches capable of lifting 
3 or more tons and not shipped with tractor; used silk 
stockings (they are considered in the classification ‘‘ waste 
silk and used silk rags’); and the following items of metal. 
working machinery previously exempt: Portable tools 
driven by fractional horse-power motors or by compressed 
air; spare or replacement parts for machine tools; and 
portable welding equipment (single-operator sets, gasoline— 
or electric—motor driven, and with capacity up to 600 
amperes). 

No licence is required for :— 

Crossties (iron and steel railway ties); gum arabic; 
brass working barrels with bronze ball valves for deep 
well pumps ; barium pellets ready for assembling into radio 
tubes; rubber thread; diesel-powered tractors; loco. 
motives not diesel-electric; aluminium hydrate; medicinal 
castor oil or drums therefor ; asbestos brake lining or block 
attached to brake band or shoe ; pipe cutters, hand powered; 
emery wheel dressers not incorporating industrial diamonds ; 
digitalin; and completely finished articles made from 
synthetic resins.
